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Singer, culture vulture and Camberwell 
devotee - the fabulous Florence Welch 
opens up to Shaun Curran 


y ou can travel all around the world but there 
really is no place like home. Just ask Florence 
Welch. Her band Florence + the Machine has 
sold millions of albums, won numerous coveted 
awards and been doused with critical acclaim the 
globe over, but no matter: you still can’t take the girl 
out of Camberwell. 

For proof, I meet Welch on an unseasonably sunny 
January afternoon at one her favourite local watering 
holes, The Crooked Well, in Grove Lane. A classy 
restaurant and bar - you would expect nothing less 
from the glamorously stylish, bohemian queen 
of goth-pop - hidden away down a side-street just 
off Camberwell Green in the suburb the 25-year-old 
singer grew up. 

“I live just five minutes that way,” Welch says quite 
matter of factly in her delicate lilt, pointing out of 



the window as we chat over coffee, “with my mum.” 
Really? “Yes, I’m still at my mum’s. I haven’t had time 
to move out,” she says with a helpless laugh. 

“I’ve been on tour since I was 20 so I just haven’t 
got around to it. It’s common for people to think 
musicians release new material once a year and sit 
around for the rest of it. If only that was the case!” 

There is something delightfully quaint and 
endearing about this successful young woman whose 
two albums have caught the ears of music lovers, 
both on home soil and Stateside, still living under her 
mum’s roof (and by her mum’s rules). Welch lets out 
a chuckle as she agrees. 

“I’m desperate to move out, I must admit!” she 
exclaims. “My two plans when growing up were to 
have my own place and do something special with 
music. I’ve done one of them but I can’t seem to have

both. I can’t have both because I’ve got no time. 

The singing seems to have taken over everything 
so I’m still trying to do the moving out thing.” 

A London love affair 

Welch’s love affair with London is obvious, and 
there is no temptation whatsoever to live the cliche 
and become an ex-pat on the other side of the world. 
“Not really, no. I don’t know if it would suit me. I do 
like America, but I just feel engrained in these streets. 
I’ve lived in the same street my whole life. That’s quite 
archaic for a Londoner, for a modern London girl. 

I was born 15 minutes away from the street where 
I live. That’s a bit village-like for a Londoner, isn’t it?” 

Welch attended Alleyn’s School in Dulwich and 
says, with a sense of naughtiness, that growing up in 
the capital was “great, I pretty much had free reign. 


Growing up in London is crazy. I mean, I got into a 
fair bit of trouble...” she smiles as she trails off, unsure 
what to divulge. “But it was nothing too serious.” 

Predominantly, Welch spent her time as a teenager 
discovering a love of the arts (her mum is an art 
historian) and her still-standing fascination with all 
things cultural - “I am a culture rat, I love to gorge on 
it” - can be traced back to her formative years. 

“There was a big Camberwell Arts College party 
scene,” she remembers fondly, “with these amazing 
squat parties I used to go to. The IWowWow! arts 
collective was all around here which was so much 
fun. And all these punk bands that came up from 
the art college, I used to go to all of their shows, so 
Camberwell definitely had a huge influence on me.” 

Even now, at the height of her powers, the area 
remains a refuge for Welch. The pressures of fame »> 
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I’m still at my mum’s. I haven’t 
had time to move out. When 
it all gets too much I just go to 
ground in my bedroom 


can be overbearing as an extensive tour schedule 
takes its toll, not to mention constant media 
speculation on aspects of her life such as her on-off 
relationship with literary editor Stuart Hammond. 

“When it all gets too much I just go to ground in 
my bedroom,” she says with a sense of relief. “It’s 
like a museum. It’s full of clothes that I’ve collected, 
posters, paintings, postcards. It’s like a living 
scrapbook. I go there and indulge my maximalist 
tendencies. I’m surrounding by things that I like. I get 
bored easily so I need to decorate and add things so 
this living scrapbook has been created. It helps me.”

Hot property 

The intense interest in Welch is perfectly 
understandable. She has been hot property since 
Florence + the Machine’s 2009 debut album Lungs 
became a huge success, initially ignited by her cover 
of The Source’s You Got The Love , which was to 
become one of the defining songs of the decade. 

Her latest album Ceremonials , which reached 
number one in the charts last year, has been another 
triumph and Florence + the Machine are now 
selling out arenas nationwide. But even the most 
recognisable stars in pop can have their bad days. 

“I’m quite an emotional person and I’m too 
sensitive,” she admits. “I find that I cry really easily. 

I need to be tougher,” she admits, spluttering out a 
nervous giggle. “I am quite strong; I am strong willed 
and I know what I like and what I don’t like and as a 
performer -1 feel like I’m in control of that situation. 
It’s just daily life. That’s the frightening thing. 

“The stage is the magical place, where nothing bad 
can happen. Life is terrifying! There is no plan. There 
is no melody to follow. There is no set-list. You’re 
just winging it. It is terrifying.” Welch allows herself a 
hearty smile. “But I am going to try to be stronger.” }

Westfield Croydon? 

London’s third Westfield could be coming to Croydon. Alongside six 
other major developers, including Land Securities, Lend Lease and 
Delancey, Westfield is looking to win the contract to undertake a 
major refurbishment and possible expansion of the ageing Whitgift 
Centre. In November, Westfield said the 42-year-old site in Croydon 
would become its third large London centre after an exclusive 
deal with the Whitgift Foundation, the freeholder and 25 per cent 
leaseholder, but the centre’s other two leaseholders, Royal London 
Asset Management and Irish Bank Resolution Corp, reacted angrily, 
saying they were not consulted on the plans. Royal London and IBRC 
have now drawn up their own shortlist, including Westfield, and a 
developer is expected to be selected by the end of February. 


Bryan Forbes honoured by the BFI 

Bryan Forbes accepted a prestigious BFI 
Fellowship Award. Announced in a special 
ceremony on 24 January by BFI Chair Greg Dyke 
at BFI Southbank, the award is in recognition 
of Bryan Forbes’ outstanding contribution to 
film as an actor, director, producer and writer. 
The award joins Forbes’ impressive accolades 
which include a CBE (Commander of the Order 
of the British Empire), Academy Award, two 
BAFTAs, two Writers Guild Awards, a Critics 
Circle Award and more. Forbes, whose career in 
film has spanned over 60 years, is now president 
of the National Youth Theatre of Great Britain. 
Forbes said: “I would like to say to Greg Dyke 
and colleagues what a great honour the BFI does 
to me, which I appreciate more than I can say. 
When you’re 85, as I am, it’s like as Betty Davies 
once said to me, ‘old age ain’t for sissies!”’

The Arts Council England announced 
that 16 UK regional museums are 
to receive extra funding as part of 
its Renaissance programme in late 
January. The establishments, which 
include two in London - our very own 
Horniman Museum and the Museum 
of London - will together receive 
£20million a year in funding for the 
next three years. They were selected 
for their excellent work, particularly 
relating to broadening engagement 
with young people.

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Victoria Purcell meets Herne Hill artist Paola Minekov ahead of her 
debut in a public art project the Faberge Big Egg Hunt 


t’s not often that we get to write about Faberge eggs, 
given the revered brand’s Russian roots and the Bond 
Street location of the London boutique. But thanks to 
the launch of the world’s biggest Easter egg hunt and 
a talented Herne Hill artist, this month we do. 

Bulgarian artist Paolo Minekov, who moved to 
the area in 2008, was “really happy” to be selected 
to paint one of the giant, fibreglass shapes that will 
form part of the Faberge Big Egg Hunt. 

“It’s my first public art project,” says Minekov, “It’s 
fantastic. I couldn’t wait to pick up my egg. It was so 
big - we put it in the back of a taxi and the driver was 
like, ‘Wow, it’s not going to hatch in here is it?”’ 

The egg hunt, which launched on 21 February, 
sees the capital become home to 200 giant Easter 
eggs, crafted by leading artists, architects, jewellers 
and designers including Mulberry, Zandra Rhodes, 


Bruce Oldfield, The Chapman Brothers and Bompas 
and Parr. Members of the public can hunt down the 
strategically placed eggs to help raise vital funds for 
charities Action for Children and Elephant Family. 
The event is set to smash Guinness World Records for 
the most participants in an Easter egg hunt and the 
world’s most expensive chocolate egg, designed by 
William Curley. The eggs will then go to auction. 

Going global 

Minekov, the daughter of leading contemporary 
sculptor Ivan Minekov, proposed a number of ideas 
to the selection committee for her egg, and it was 
her representation of the globe as an interlocking 
jigsaw that was chosen. Her use of primary colours 
suggests a playful, childlike simplicity in contrast to 
the complex reality of geopolitics. 



“It’s just something that felt like a good idea. 
Having lived in Israel and seeing that conflict, 
it is really complex and there is no way around it. 

I mean, Africa makes for a pretty picture with all the 
colours [I used], it looks like a puzzle, but then it’s 
all manmade to some extent, all these borders. 

“But I was looking at it very much from my 
perspective of growing up and figuring out colours 
and shapes. I suppose it’s a combination of how 
I see things subconsciously and the real world.” 

Minekov’s pursuit of her art has seen her cross 
a few borders herself. Her initial art studies were 
undertaken at secondary school, the Academician 
Ilia Petrov in Sofia. She then moved to Israel, 
studying fine art at the Avni Institute of Art in Tel 
Aviv but, on finding it difficult to develop as an artist 
(“I didn’t really feel like I fitted in at the school and 
I was really young, so I didn’t know how to look 
for opportunities”), transferred to the Willem de 
Kooning Academy in Rotterdam. 

A family affair 

Another clear influence on Minekov’s work is her 
family. Her move to Israel came about because her 
Jewish grandmother lived there, and memories of 
her grandfather played a role in the elliptical globe. 

“When I was a kid my grandfather had this 
massive map on the wall and I remember him 
showing me the countries and the shapes and 
the areas. He was very much into history and 
geography. I really miss him, so I think that’s 
something I kind of did for him.” 


Celisa, part of Minekov’s the Dancers series 
Left: The Outsider, from the Undercurrents series 
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Minekov’s mother - an art and design teacher 
- was also influential in her becoming an artist. And 
then, of course, there is her father the sculptor. The 
bold strokes and graceful silhouettes of her Dancer’s 
series mirror elements of her father’s work, as and 
she speaks of her father’s work her eyes flicker 
towards two of his sculptures on display in 
her home. There is also a portrait of her 
grandmother hanging on the wall. 

“If you put the dancers and his 
sculptures together, it works, yeah. 

I think it’s the elongated figures, 
that’s very much something 
that comes from him, and he’s 
been influenced by [Alberto] 

Giacometti [whose L'Homme 
qui marche I broke the record 
for the most expensive sculpture 
sold at a public auction in 2010], 
so via him I’m to a great extent 
influenced by the same artist. 

“I guess I also get it from him 
because he taught me to draw, and 
as a sculptor he sees things very three- 
dimensionally. When I was a kid he taught me how 
to look at it and how to balance shapes, which is 
very important when you’re drawing humans. You 
don’t have to make it exactly proportional, but you 
still have to get the balance right.” 

As well as the Faberge Big Egg Hunt, Minekov 
is also preparing for an exhibition with her father 
at the Bulgarian Embassy’s Sofia Gallery, South 
Kensington, in the autumn. But the majority of 
her work keeps her closer to her new home. In 
2010, when South London Dance Studio moved 
from Dulwich to new premises in SE24, Minekov 
exhibited her Dancers series at the open day. 

She has also taken part in the Lambeth Open and 
Dulwich Festival’s Artist Open House, and is a 
member of the South London Women Artist group, 
which holds regular events and exhibitions, the next 
being SNAP at the Bankside Gallery in May. So what 
else does 2012 hold? 

“I want to concentrate on making some new 
art. I have some projects I want to do. I’ve been 
experimenting with portraits and I think there’s 
going to be a series of portraits of performers -1 
want to say more about the person performing than 
the performance, it’s about the aura and character.” 

So there’s a lot more to come to from this talented 
artist, and we look forward to seeing it, but right 
now, it’s time to hunt down some eggs... }

What’s your company philosophy?

What are your future plans? 

Matthew: We’d like to build on our in-house design 
service, and once we expand and we can train people 
up to do the roles we’re fulfilling at the moment, 

I want to be travelling abroad, sourcing new bespoke 
materials from Italy, Lebanon, France... and creating 
our own floor finishes. 

I hear mosaic tiles are growing in popularity? 

Matthew: Yes, there are a lot of new types of mosaic 
coming out where you can get different types of 
stones like marbles, emperadors and polished, honed 
stones combined, which stops the style looking too 
bland or uniform. 

Derek: We also go to antique fairs and liaise with 
suppliers in reclaimed stones, so if we have a client 
who wants their fireplace or hearth restoring, and 
they have a particular requirement, we can source it 
or even have it remade. There’s a particular mosaic 
tile, called a Carrara hexagonal mosaic tile, which a 
client had been searching high and low for. I asked 
around through our suppliers and was able to get it 
made bespoke so they could create a small mosaic 
splashback for the bathroom.

Divide and conquer 

Kick start your spring gardening regime for free by propagating those perennials 



' n these frugal times it might just be that your garden 
offers the best ‘bang for its buck’. I’m just about to 
plant some espalier trained apples in our garden, 
at a cost of £50 per tree, which might sound 
expensive until a quick calculation shows I will 
recoup my investment in fresh, juicy apples within 
two years (not to mention the immeasurable pleasure 
they will give me year after year). 

March is one of the busiest times of year for 
planting; the soil is beginning to warm but plants are 
still dormant, so less prone to stress from drought or 
a cold snap, and the garden centres are full of great 
new plants to add to your garden. But this is also the 
best time to make plants for ‘free’, by propagating 
the flowering perennials and grasses in your garden 
through division. 

What, I hear you ask, is division? Very simply, it 
means splitting clumps of established ‘herbaceous’ 
perennials - plants that die down in winter but come 
back every spring - into several smaller parts, each 
of which can then be planted out and grown on. It’s 
one of the easiest forms of propagation as it doesn’t 
require any specialist equipment, and has the added 
benefit of reinvigorating the ‘mother’ plants, which 
can lose vigour as they age. 

So, how to do it? First, lift out the mother clump 
by working around the plant with a fork, gradually 
loosening the roots, until the whole plant pops out 
of the ground. Then, using either two forks back to 
back or, as I prefer, a really good, sharp, stainless 
steel spade, tease apart or chop the clump into 
smaller sections. How small these sections are, and 
how many, depends on the size of the mother clump 
but as an example, a 30cm clump could be split 
into six or eight sections. If the centre of the mother 
clump looks old and woody it can be discarded, then 
divided sections either planted out or potted on. It’s a 
great way of increasing the number of your favourite 
plants, or spreading the love by swapping with friends 
and neighbours. And it costs next to nothing! }

1. A good quality digging 
fork and spade are essential 
and will last forever if 
looked after well.

On the rise of good old fashioned British food 




a he French, they say, live to eat,” snarled Martin 
M Amis in London Fields. “The English, on the other 
L hand, eat to die.” Harsh words, sure, but hardly 
surprising. Because for the past five decades, British 
food has been synonymous with dull, lumpen bad 
taste. “An international joke,” wrote historian Phillipa 
Pullar, “as bad as any music hall mother in law.” The 
French sneer, as the Italians wince. 

A few years back, they may have had a point. 
Brought to our knees by the strictures of WWII and 
rationing, food became more about po-faced survival 
than pure visceral pleasure. Then came convenience 
food and supermarkets, eroding further the already 
delicate foundations of our national diet. Despite 
being a temperate island, blessed with lush grasses, 
fine farmland and teeming seas and rivers, we 
developed a reputation as the land that taste forgot. 

Recently, though, a throng of bright-eyed culinary 
nationalists have emerged, who proclaim that as 
a result of all the artisan producers, farmers’ markets 
and hand-raised pork pies, Britain is in the throes of 
a glorious food revolution. And that the country’s 
never had it so good. Sadly, this is as misguided as 
the foreigners who sneer at our food. Yes, there is 
a burgeoning British food culture, and we do care 
more about where our food comes from, and how it’s 
produced. We embrace the seasons, and our national 
cheeses have now overtaken France, in number as 
well as quality. But good food does cost more, and 
this so-called ‘revolution’ is a mainly middle class 
occurrence. Only when the whole country, from sink 
estate to stately, is eating a proper, balanced diet, can 
we sit down and applaud. 


But there’s little doubt that we’ve rediscovered an 
old and fine culinary heritage. And when it comes to 
Modern British food, there are two undoubted high 
priests: Fergus Henderson and Mark Hix. Henderson, 
the man behind three branches of the iconic St John 
(stjohnrestaurant.com), celebrates every part of the 
beast. Dishes such as Roast Marrowbone with Parsley 
Salad, and Jugged Hare are resolutely British, without 
having to hoist up the bunting and bring out the flags. 

Hix (restaurantsetcltd.co.uk), too, is a modest 
champion, yet at his restaurants, you’ll find the very 
best native ingredients - oysters, asparagus, sea trout 
- beautifully cooked. All his places are British to their 
core. Just like Tom Pemberton’s (an alumni of St John) 
Hereford Road (herefordroad.org) in Bayswater, one 
of my favourite restaurants, full stop. As well as Great 
Queen Street and The Anchor and Hope, two more 
fine restaurants from the Henderson school of pared- 
back pleasure. 

For the more traditional eater, there are a handful 
of grand old institutions where smoked salmon is 
sliced at the table, and great heaving trolleys of roast 
meat carved at your elbow. Wilton’s (wiltons.co.uk), 
on Jermyn Street, is an old-school pleasure place. 

My uncle’s two branches of Green’s (greens.org.uk) 
are equally clubby and civilised, and Rules (rules. 
co.uk), in Covent Garden, has been around since the 
Romans (or so it seems). Add in the elegant charms 
of The Goring Hotel (thegoring.com) and the Scottish 
powerhouse that is Boisdale (boisdale.co.uk) - not 
forgetting Richard Corrigan’s exceptional Corrigan’s 
Mayfair (corrigansmayfair.com) - and you can eat 
good British until the Devon Reds come home. }

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ROLL UP, ROLL UP! 

Seeking fresh, new lunch ideas? Victoria Purcell tries her hand at sushi-making in Crystal

am quite the sushi snob. Perhaps undeservedly, 
since the amount of time I lived in Japan falls just 
short of the amount of time sushi chefs spend studying 
the fine art of making sushi rice - three years. I lived 
out there on graduating from university, ostensibly 
teaching English but really just having the time of 
my life (apologies if you’ve heard this tale before, 
for I tell it a lot). 

But I do know good sushi, and in London you have 
to pay through the nose to get it (Nobu, I’m looking at 
you). YO! Sushi is ok, but there is one place in town 
that never fails to offer quality at a fair price - the 
Japan Centre in Piccadilly. And it turns out that those 
original sushi recipes were created by Yuki Gomi, 
a Japanese native who helped set up the tiny 
basement deli that went on to become so successful 



the whole operation had to move out to larger 
premises around the corner. 

Yuki now teaches Japanese home cooking 
- from her place in Crystal Palace, or yours if 
you wish. I signed up for the Yuki’s Kitchen 
sushi making class. Having been put off ever 
attempting such a thing by my Japanese 
boyfriend,who has told me tales of trainee 
sushi chefs spending gruelling years in the 
kitchen simply attempting to get the rice 
right, I was keen to try to get to grips with 
this ‘home style’ method of making sushi. In 


Japan, families eat out at sushi restaurants on special 
occasions, you see, when they will pay top dollar (or 
Yen) for the very best. But it is also made at home in a 
much more relaxed manner since it offers up a lot of 
versatility. 

The fun begins 

Rolling up her sleeves, Yuki got to work in prepping 
some rice, which, really, is the most important part 
of the whole procedure - it will make or break your 
sushi. It needs to be sticky, still a little al dente, and 
cool, but never refrigerated. Chilled, supermarket 
sushi rice - ugh. I won’t go into the method here 
- you really do need the guidance of someone who 
knows what they’re doing. There’s sushi vinegar 
to prep too, which you mix in with the rice for that 
sticky, glazed look. 

And then, the fun begins! We started with a hoso 
maki, a small roll. Taking a sushi mat - Yuki covers 
hers in cling film for ease of cleaning - place half a 
sheet of nori (the paper-thin squares of seaweed) on 
the mat, shiny side down. Spread the rice evenly over 
the nori - not too thick or you’ll have trouble rolling, 
and lay your fillings, whether you opt for plain salmon 
or tuna, or the delicious combination of smoked 
mackerel and coriander. Don’t be tempted to overfill 
(this is not a burrito), or you’ll struggle with rolling. 
Simply curl up the edge of the mat, holding the 
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fillings in place with the index fingers and rolling over 
until the edge of the nori meets the rice, then gently 
peel back your mat in the opposite direction as you 
continue rolling. Apply a little pressure as you do so 
that it all sticks together. 

Just like making a sandwich... 

According to Yuki, making sushi is much like a 
sandwich in that you can stick in there pretty much 
whatever takes your fancy. We had the pick of Yuki’s 
carefully prepared braised shitake and carrot (much 
more delicious than it sounds), avocado, cucumber 
and dashi-maki tamago, which is essentially a 
mushroom or fish stock-flavoured layered omelette 
prepared rather niftily in a square pan. 

We also tried an unra-hoso maki, an inside-out roll. 
This is a little trickier because the rice sticks to your 
fingers and can end up looking rather dishevelled, so 
work swiftly but carefully. 

You start as before with the nori and rice, then flip 
it over so the nori is on top. Lay your fillings near the 
bottom of the nori and roll as before. Your lovingly 
crafted rolls will then need cutting, for which you’ll 
need a very sharp knife and a wet cloth to keep the 
blade moist. 

Then quickly and with a light firmness slice 
through the rolls to create tidy little bite-size sushi. 


The quickest, easiest and most common form of 
homemade sushi is te maki, or hand roll, because 
busy mums can pop all the ingredients on the table 
and everyone just gets stuck in, rolling their 
own cones. 

Here you hold the nori in your hand, somewhat 
haphazardly pop your rice and fillings 
on to it and then curl into a cone shape. If you make 
a bit of a mess of it, as I did, it really doesn’t matter 
since this one goes straight from hand to mouth! } 

Yuki teaches a variety of Japanese Home Cooking 
classes, including those for kids. Prices start from

Cosy cuisine 


Spring may be on the horizon, but 
it ain't here yet... Victoria Purcell 
rounds up some hearty offerings

Food: Home cooked pescatarian food 
Atmosphere: Relaxed, friendly and cosy

Hearty fayre doesn’t necessitate a great hunk 
of meat, as regulars at Crystal Palace’s Domali 
restaurant will know. The pescatarian restaurant, 
which opened in 1996 when the area was lacking 
in eateries, serves up a menu that’ll keep everyone 
toasty (outright carnivores being the exception). 

Top of the specials board on my visit with a friend 
was the multiple award-winning Pieminister’s Heidi 
pie, with goats’ cheese, sweet potato, spinach and 
mash. But after much deliberation (I do love a pie, 
and I will be celebrating pie week - see right), I 
plumped for the Malaysian style laksa. There’s real 
flavour in that spicy coconut broth with juicy tiger 
prawns, pak choy and rice noodles, crowned with 
one heck of a chunk of baked salmon. Though 
I could have happily forgone the babycorn. 

It’s quite a portion, and proceeding it with the 
smoked mackerel pate, served with chargrilled 
farmhouse bread drizzled in oil, was perhaps rather 
indulgent, but oh, so worth it. My friend had gone 
for the vegan wild mushroom pate, followed by the 
grilled Cornish hake with butternut squash mash 
and beetroot chutney - a good combination of 
textures and tastes and a gorgeous piece of fish. 

The atmosphere here, as part cafe, part 
restaurant, is relaxed, friendly and cosier than it 
ought to be for such a minimally laid out space. 

The staff are quite charming, too, humouring us 
with smiles as we dallied incessantly over dessert 
before selecting and cooing over a chocolate and 
raspberry torte and a banoffee pie, both drizzled 
with cream and decorated with fresh winter berries. 

Dine Monday to Friday 11 -6pm get a free glass of 
wine, bottle of San Miguel or non-alcoholic drink.

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The French influence 


Julia Ellis keeps it seasonal with an impressive rhubarb creme brulee 


/1 /t arch is a tricky month for the foodie. Trapped 
/ I / K in The Hungry Gap - when fresh fruit and veg 
2 F A are thin on the ground - the seasonal chef is 
found scratching her head. Cue the arrival of robust 
rhubarb, with its bright pink stems that shoot through 
the hard earth to brighten up these bleak winter days. 

And with the arrival of rhubarb comes the 
inevitable craving for custard. This Christmas, the new 
toy in the Keston Kitchen was a chefs blow torch, so 
it didn’t take long to conclude that this very British 
vegetable could add a twist to an old French classic: 
the divine creme brulee. It is fun to make and even 
more fun to eat - firing the sugar then tapping the 
crust with the a spoon before delving into the creamy 
custard; that hit of tangy pink rhubarb hiding beneath. 

If you don’t have a blow torch, you can get similar 
results by putting the custards under a very hot grill to 
burn the sugar crust. Enjoy! 

Ingredients 

4 stems of rhubarb cut into 1cm slices 
4 egg yolks 
450ml double cream 
10 tbsp caster sugar 

1 vanilla pod (slice lengthways; remove seeds) 

4 large ramekins (or 6 smaller ones) 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C, put the rhubarb in a 
roasting tin and sprinkle over 4 tbsp sugar. Roast 
until soft (20-30 mins), divide into ramekins and chill. 

2. Whisk 4 tbsp sugar and egg yolks until pale. 

3. Heat the cream and vanilla seeds over a medium 
heat until it bubbles at the edges, taking care not 
to let the cream boil over. 

4. Gently pour the warm cream into the egg mixture, 
whisking until smooth, then pour back into the 
saucepan and stir over a low heat for 20 mins until 
the custard is thick. Don’t let it boil over or burn. 

5. Pour into ramekins and chill for 6 hours or overnight. 

6. Sprinkle the remainder of the sugar over the 
custards and fire with a chefs blow torch (or place 
under a very hot grill until glazed). Allow the crust 
to cool and harden for a moment then serve to 
your eagerly awaiting guests.

ooking into fashion-land right now, you could be 
forgiven for thinking that spring has thoroughly 
sprung. As the fashion blogs and magazines are 
hailing the spring/summer collections, the thought 
of climbing out of your by now perfected combo of 
cashmere, jumpsuit and fingerless gloves into clothes 
that are sheer, light and downright draughty is too 
much to bare. That does not mean, however, that we 
have to be dull. 

The colour revolution of Swinging Sixties fashion 
was a defining period for the export of London 
style, and its aesthetic is back in. Watch Antonioni’s 
seminal 1966 film Blow Up, and the shape, colour and 
cut of the clothes will have never felt more relevant. 
Hemmings’ white jeans with black boots have long 
been my winter mod inspiration, but Jane Birkin and 
Gillian Hills with their clashing tights and tunics look 
super contemporary. Try Emilio Cavallini for similar 
colour-pop tights, and transform a monochromatic 
tunic for a strong Carnaby look. 
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Tights may be a cheap way to inject some winter 
colour, but it is coloured hats that will make you on 
trend. One stand-out look for the winter season has 
been the seventies glamazon seen at Gucci, so take 
inspiration from their jewel-toned fedoras, matched to 
equally tonal coats. My favourite fedoras come from 
Bates the hatmaker on Jermyn Street, who 
has moved into a space in Hilditch and Key. 

For spring/summer they have some wonderful 
beaver felt fedoras in violet, moss and cranberry. For 
something a little more affordable, head east and try 
Laird London on Columbia Road, with Baker Boy 
caps in tonal tweeds. 

All things Carnaby are clearly having their 
moment, as the first stand alone Monki store opens 
on Carnaby Street this month. Their Selfridges space 
is whimsically spot-on for a London aesthetic. These 
jolly Swedes (who also own the super skinny jean 
brand Cheap Monday) will be bringing back a colour 
revolution to our most famous sixties shopping 
destination. Try a coral Inna skirt, and send your 
boyfriend over to get in the Mod mood 
at Liam Gallagher’s Pretty Green flagship store. 

Finally, jeweller Alex Monroe hosted a charming 
tea party at The Goring Hotel in Westminster, 
launching his Goring Shrimp. You get given one with 
high tea, and like his other nature-inspired pendants, 
its simple whimsy goes well with almost everything. 

I was transfixed at the Goring’s rendition of Alex’s 
most famous pieces in spun sugar - the Prince Regent 
would have been proud. 

Princely offerings are clearly taking the moment 
- Faberge have sponsored the Big Egg Hunt around 
London, getting artists and designers to get creative 
with giant eggs that you have to find, dotted all 
over the city. I brought along my favourite painter, 
Holly Frean. Her egg, painted entirely with sprightly 
chickens, saw the whimsical in art as well as fashion 
win out for me - definitely the most ‘eggcellent’

Dreaming of escaping to warmer shores this summer? Then consider Sardinia's 
Lantana Resort where family values combine with a Mediterranean culture, cuisine 
and climate to create a top holiday hotspot suggests Lorraine Crighton-Smith 




^ ardinia is the second-largest island in 
^ the Mediterranean after Sicily. Without the 
J controversial Godfather links of its Italian isle 
sibling, and with its glorious white beaches, rich 
countryside and typical Med climate, it’s an ideal 
holiday hotspot for Londoners longing for some 
short-haul sunshine. Set on Sardinia’s south-west 
coast is Lantana Resort. Just 30km from Cagliari 
(home to the airport we touched down in after 
departing Heathrow fewer than four hours before) 
and on the outskirts of Pula, Lantana is a family-run 
resort, owned by the Gallia family, which has over 
100 years’ experience in the hospitality industry. 

The resort takes its name from the Lantana 
flower, which is indigenous to the island and can 
be seen growing in the luscious, green grounds. 
Exotic plants and flowers give the hacienda-style 
hotel and apartments a colourful backdrop. There 
are 25 double rooms in the hotel, and 33 one- and 
two-bedroom apartments built in a semi-circle 
overlooking the inviting outdoor swimming pool. 

Steeped in traditional style in its architecture and 
design, the warm welcome guests receive when they 
arrived at Lantana Resort makes you feel like you’re 
in a traditional Sardinian home. Guests return year 
after year, they tell us, for this personable service. 


Sardinian cuisine 

Fresh seafood is a big fixture in Sardinian cuisine, as 
well as Italian staples such as pasta. At Lantana Resort 
you can dine in the restaurant, on the outdoor terrace 
or in your room. The apartment we stayed in had its 
own kitchen, so you have the option of cooking for 
yourself too. You can even order food from the local 
supermarket and have it delivered to your door. 

The lasagne and gnocchi made in the hotel’s kitchen 
were big hits in our group, as was as the juicy tomato 
and mozzarella salad. All ingredients are sourced 
as locally as possible, and there’s an impressive 
Sardinian wine list to boot. Once a week from 
June to September the Gallias host a BBQ evening 
on the terrace, be it meat or fish, and fortnightly 
guests can enjoy a typical Sardinian supper complete 
with traditional music and dancing - in costume - 
for an authentic experience. 

Perfect for families 

As Lantana is a family-run resort families are more 
than welcome - and children are extremely well 
catered for. The grounds are spacious and feel 
safe enough to allow your little ones to run around 
(supervised) but a designated play area with swings 
and a hobby horse - as well as the shallow end of the 
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pool - ensures that children aren’t running riot while 
you’re relaxing. Twice a week there are children’s 
pool games - with a fully-trained English-speaking 
supervisor - and there’s a baby sitting service 
available too. The two-bedroom garden apartments 
are ideal for families, sleeping up to six guests. 

Cots and additional beds, as well as breakfast, are 
complimentary for children up to four-years-old. 

Head out to explore 

Lantana Resort lends itself to an incredibly relaxing 
holiday but there’s so much to see and do locally so 
do get out and explore. Mountain bikes are available 
to hire from the hotel’s reception, where you can 
also sign up for day trips and excursions. We were 
scheduled to a day out on a fishing boat but when we 
visited, towards the end of the season, the conditions 
out at sea weren’t ideal for sailing. That said, in land 
you wouldn’t have known, such was the glorious 
sunshine. Instead we went for a cycle to explore 
the area (and read our books by the pool). Other 
activities that can be arranged are scuba diving, 
tennis, horse-back riding, off-roading and trekking 
on the island’s rocky terrain, as well as sailing 
and fishing trips. 

If you find yourself getting bored of the pool and 
want to feel the sand between your toes head to 
Domus de Maria, and to Chia Beach. This tranquil 
white sand and turquoise sea section of the coast 
isa short drive south from the resort and is ideal for 
those seeking paradise-like shores. Chia is famous for 
its stunning sand dunes and the promontories of Cape 
Spartivento and Cape Malfatano. Elsewhere on the 
south coast of Sardinia, and within easy reach of the 
resort, you’ll find the following top-quality beaches:

Nature lovers can head to The Laguna di Nora 
(lagunadinora.it), a natural marine shelter and 
a sea turtle rescue centre, a short drive from Pula. 
The lagoon is home to an aquarium that features 
Posidonia prairie, coral beds, tidal pool vegetation 
and fauna, where you can get up close and personal 
with a selection of typical Mediterranean fish 
(although be warned, the octopus has a slightly »> 
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unnerving suction if you put your finger in the 
tank). There’s a gallery showcasing whale and 
dolphin ‘skeletons’ and a sea turtle rescue centre, 
where we saw two injured turtles being nursed 
back to health. Canoeing and snorkelling are 
activities available here too. 

From the Laguna we strolled uphill to the 
ruins of the ancient city of Nora, which dates 
back to Phoenician times. Literature tells us that 
Nora was one of the first Phoenician allocations 
founded in Sardinia. It is believed the city was 
built in the VIII century B.C. and was developed 
in the Punic period. It was then that Nora became 
a commercial and administrative religious centre. 
Strolling around the ruins is fascinating; the 
remnants of thermal baths, mosaics and what was 
an amphitheatre are a few of the discoveries to 
explore. Further excavation is planned so there 
could be further archaeological finds in 
the future. 

Park life 

Sulcis Regional Park, just a 25 minute drive 
from Pula, is a vast national park. This expanse 
of forest, rivers and waterfalls is home to the 
Sardinian deer (now rescued from extinction) 
as well as fallow-deer, wildcat, and birds of prey. 
The Centre for Deer Repopulation is also open to 
the public. Off-road vehicles can be arranged for 
a more adventurous visit and there are a host 
of picnic spots throughout the park. }

I IX I hat makes a true Italophile? In my culinary 
I / I / books, it’s all about caring passionately about 
f V choosing only the best and most seasonal 
ingredients and having a proper Italinate reverence for 
simplicity. As a chef, this translates to understated yet 
precise cooking to enhance the simple yet compelling 
deliciousness of the produce. 

Alex Tyndall, head chef of Bella Vista Blackheath, is 
the real deal. Like Theo Randall and Jacob Kennedy 
of Bocca di Lupo, he’s that rare breed, a British born 
and trained chef that totally gets Italian ingredient-led 
cooking. Really the restaurant should be re-named 
Chapter Italy as Tyndall spent six years at Michelin- 
starred Chapter One restaurant in Farnborough, just 
outside Bromley, Kent, before fully embracing his 
inner Italian. What’s bellissimo is that the menu at 
Bella Vista punches way above its weight reflecting 
Tyndall’s technical prowess and sophisticated 
approach to sourcing. 

Take the starters. Most compelling of all there’s 
boned quail served straight from the grill, punchy with 
roasted hazelnuts and raisins plus creamy soft polenta; 
abundantly generous, properly crisp fritto misto 
cooked with split-second precision; classic “vitello 
tonnato” (in my mind too rarely featured on menus) 
with melting tender veal slices and piquant tuna 
mayonnaise finished with fried capers and impeccable 
burrata as decadently creamy and fresh as one could 
wish, adorned only with a drizzle of basil pesto and 
flavour packed cherry tomatoes. The interior too is 
stylish yet understated, with a decidedly cosy yet buzzy 
ambience. 

It seems rude to miss out on a pasta course 
too when they are both excellent and unusual. I 
was especially taken by strozzapreti (a light pasta 
made with egg whites) served with gorgonzola and

radicchio: gorgeous in wintery looks and intense 
flavour with a pleasing agre-dolce edginess. There’s 
pappardelle with a rich venison ragu and paccheri 
amatriciana: giant pasta tubes with an earthy/salty 
full-on sauce of pancetta, tomato and pecorino - great 
sustenance after a walk across Blackheath. 

Mains pack plenty of gastronomic surprises too 
with confident flavour combinations: plaice fillets 
are wrapped in lardo di colonnata and served with 
impeccable potato gnocchi and tomato sauce; crisp 
belly of pork is smartly accompanied by lentils, quince 
and purple sprouting broccoli; and roasted whole sea 
bass with anchovy, capers, crispy potatoes AND utterly 
moreish salt and pepper squid. 

Yet prices are astonishingly reasonable - all main 
dishes are well below £16 and starters/pasta hover 
modestly around £5.50-£7.50. The set menu frankly 
seems a steal: weekday lunches £14.25 for three 
courses and Monday-Thursday dinner £17.50 with 
compelling choices including artichoke fritti with 
walnut and lemon dressed leaves, spinach and ricotta 
gnudi fritti with tomato fondue and chocolate mousse 
with mandarin sorbet. Can you afford not to fall for this 
gorgeous Italian? }

Vicky Smith takes up residence in three Scottish properties 
to explore a new wave of self-catering holiday 


f someone suggested a week of self 
catering in Scotland, you’d be forgiven 
for not rushing to grab your suitcase, 
pack up the kids and board the first 
train northbound. But the time has 
now come to ditch any perceptions 
you may hold of lack-lustre apartments, 
and swap them instead for 16th-century 
towers and large stately piles, for the 
‘DIY’ holiday has changed, and the only 
word we can find to describe it is exciting. 

Crabtree & Crabtree is the company 
responsible for our sudden change 
of heart. This family-run operation 
specialises in letting properties located 
in the Tweed Valley, and the array on 
offer is mind-boggling. Want a week in 
a secluded cottage, with art classes for 
the kids, spa treatments for the parents, 
and a catered dinner party for guests? 
Consider it done. We wanted all of 
these things. And more. 

First up was Heiton Mill House, 
a former 18th-century watermill on the 
banks of the River Tevoit. Upon arrival, 
the feeling of being ‘away from it all’ 
was instantaneous, and after lunch - 
an array of local cheeses and bread from 
the new Pharlanne deli in near-by Kelso 
- we got on with some still-life painting, 
with a local teacher. I’m not sure that my 



‘masterpiece’ will be adorning any walls 
soon, but the tranquil two hours was 
a blissful escape from the city. 

Next stop was Hoscote House, 
and if I’d thought Heiton was remote, 
this took it to another level entirely. 

The grand mansion sits in 450 acres 
of countryside, and if you want to 
channel the true ‘laird of the manor’ 
spirit, this is the place. Roaring log fires, 
tartan wallpaper, rooms that look over 
fields dotted with rusty Highland cattle 
- come here to live the Scottish dream. We 
even learnt how to make shortbread 
(thanks to the Edinburgh New Town 
Cookery School, which provides classes 
at a number of Crabtree properties). 

After an adventurous afternoon’s 
clay pigeon shooting, we headed for

our final stop - Aikwood Tower. Built 
in the 1540s, this dramatic building 
will make both children and grown¬ 
ups feel a little as though they are in a 
fairytale (albeit a very well appointed 
one, complete with state-of-the-art 
bathrooms, kitchen and even a bar). 

A stone spiral staircase forms the heart 
of this property, with rooms coming 
off it every turn. And what rooms they 
are - quirky and unique, doorways 
are low, cowhides and sheepskin lay 
underfoot, tweed blankets cover huge 
beds and log fires crackle cosily - the 
decor has been carefully chosen to 
reflect the wonder of the property 
itself. There’s even a ‘coffee station’ 

(read luxury coffee machine and all 
the extras) half way up the tower in 
case you can’t quite make it all the way 
down to the cosy kitchen first thing. 

I can’t recommend a trip to the 
beautiful borders enough. I hope you’ll 
be as pleasantly surprised. }

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# he word ‘epic’ is probably over-used these days, 
m and most of the time the context in which it’s 
used lacks the gravitas that it deserves. Step 
into the world of the CLS63 AMG, though, and you 
remember what the word is there for. 

For a start, it’s just about five metres long and, fitted 
with AMG wheels and body styling, it’s a beast. Yes 
the saloon boot is huge, and yes it’s a practical and 
safe Mercedes, but there are more than a few exterior 
touches that really get the juices flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided itself on 
making its cars sound incredible. The 6.2-litre 
naturally-aspirated V8 engine, one of the best¬ 
sounding engines ever made and still available in 
the C63 AMG and SLS AMG, has been replaced by a 
5.5-litre twin-turbocharged unit. 

Inside the car the occupants, up to four people, 
hear a muted V8 rumble. But anyone outside it 
- especially behind it - is treated to a thunderously 
loud, effortlessly deep and gloriously exciting 
cacophony from the exhausts, punctuated by pops 
and crackles when the driver lifts off the throttle. 

The model I tested had been kitted out with an 
astonishing amount of options, some of which make 
more sense than others. 

The AMG Performance package is great, but 
expensive at around £6,500, while the paint alone, 


from the special ‘designo’ catalogue, costs £4,500. It’s 
lovely, but not that different from standard metallic 
to untrained eyes. In fact, this car, which costs over 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of £26,000 worth 
of extras, taking the final asking price comfortably 
into six figures. It’s really got to justify those kinds of 
numbers. 

If you have a disused airfield handy the 
performance is, well, epic. Even if the tarmac is dry, 
in temperatures around freezing the rear wheels will 
spin if you push the throttle hard. Keep it pinned and 
you’ll get violent and relentless acceleration, right 
up to a point at Autobahn-only speeds where your 
fear reflexes overtake your willpower, or you hit the 
155mph speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for whoever wrote 
the cheque, because the build quality and standard 
of materials is outstanding; thoroughly worthy of an 
£80,000 car. Almost infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional extra well worth 
going for. 

But amidst all this desperately desirable luxury, it’s 
still a practical Mercedes. In summary it’s like a meal 
at Gordon Ramsey’s restaurant at London’s Claridges. 
Very pricey, with tear-jerkingly expensive add-ons, 
but after all is said and done and you’re digesting the 
experience, you could never say it was poor value. }

inging in a choir with a baby on your lap and a 
toddler in tow is a daunting prospect for even the 
most determined parent, but Brockley resident 
Richard Swan, musical director and founder of 
Hummy Mummies, insists it’s no big deal. 

“Hummy Mummies is a choir for mums with 
bumps, babies and toddlers and the more noise 
the better,” says Richard, who has over 20 years’ 
experience as a music teacher, musical director 
and gigging musician with function band Cornucopia. 

“People love to sing and choirs have become 
very popular recently thanks to choirmaster Gareth 
Malone and his hit television series [BBC’s] The 
Choir. When a friend of mine asked me if I knew of a 
choir where his wife could sing and bring her toddler 
along, I knew there was a gap in the market. 

“We are a fun choir, where no experience is 
necessary,” insists Richard who believes anyone can 


sing. “I love community choirs because I get great 
results with people who have never sung before. 

I teach people who have been told they are tone 
deaf, and it’s wonderful to see them blossom.” 

But what do the toddlers make of all this noise? 
“The children really respond to the singing,” explains 
Richard. “Our repertoire includes pop classics such 
as Bob Dylan’s Make You feel My Love and Aretha 
Franklin’s Natural Woman , and some of the older 
children sing. Music has a very calming effect on little 
ones and we rarely see any tantrums.” 

It seems it also has a calming effect on the mums, 
too, as one Hummy Mummy explains: “My two- 
year-old and I had the most wonderful time at choir 
practice and I’d forgotten how singing gives you the 
most enormous endorphin boost. I was unusually 
patient and nice to my toddler for the rest of the day!” 

Richard is keen to make the choir more accessible, 
and has opened a second class in East Dulwich and 
one in West Dulwich. Plans are under way for further 
classes in West Norwood, Nunhead, Peckham and 
his native Brockley, as well as looking to Richmond, 
Wimbledon, Greenwich and outside London. 

“I am particularly interested in taking Hummy 
Mummies to Brockley as it has such a strong sense of 
community. I travelled a lot as a child, but in my 23 
years of living in London, I always gravitate back to 
Brockley. I am passionate about community music, 
and particularly community choirs, as anyone can 
take part. I even have a Hummy Daddy who has 
recently joined in with the East Dulwich group and I 
would eventually like to do a massed concert, putting 
lots of different Hummy Mummies groups together.” 

It seems there’s no stopping Richard and his singing 
mums (and dads) - look out, Gareth Malone. }

Action plan 



Increased activity levels at start of the 
year bode well for 2012, but what of the 
housing shortage, writes Diana Burn 


I IX I e are already a couple of months into the 
1/ I / 2012 market and the good news is that sales 
f V enquiries are up around 5% on the same 
period last year. The early signs are pointing to strong 
demand from potential purchasers and this is in stark 
contrast to the apparent shortages of terraced houses 
and flats that are being put up for sale. 

Property owners are being deterred from marketing 
their homes for a variety of reasons. Firstly, low 
interest rates over an extended period have meant 
that the market has relatively few forced sellers. 
Additionally, a number of vendors wanting to trade 
up are generally short of equity and are apprehensive 
about the current economic climate, questioning 
whether they should stretch themselves financially. 

A big question for vendors in the postcodes we cover 
is also that they cannot identify an ideal property to 
move to, ironically because of a shortage of stock in 
that market too.
